In the mean while Prince Lich- 
aenftein has added three Regiments to the Corps under 
Bernclau, and is advancing with the rcit of the Anttrians 
to Codogno. 

Hague, April 26, N.S. The Weather has been fo 
bad for thefe two or three Days, that we have not heard 
whether Marfhal Bathiani, whofe head Quarters are at 
the Abby of Parck near Louvain, has yet formed his 
Camp behind the Dyle. It is faid that the Frertch Troops 
are all in Motion, andthat they are to be affembled in the 
Neighbourhood of Bruffels by the 20th Inttant. Marfhal 
Saxe is arrived at Ghent. We have Advice from Bruf- 
fels of the 2sth inftant, that the Day before, all the Can- 
non and Mortars in the Park were brought down the 
River Side, in order to be embarked, but which Way 
they were to be fent was not known: That the Army 
under the French King would extend from the Sea to the 
Meufe ; and that the Prince of Conti would command 
from the Meufe to the Rhine : That the Troops upon 
the Rhine wereto be under the Command of M. Segur : 
That the French were working hard in order to complete 
their Lines near the Queich andthe Lauter ; and that in 
order to {trengthen the latter, they were endeavouring to 
turnthe Courfe of the Lauter, in order to put Weiffem- 
bourg behind the Lines. 

Stockholm, April 4.0.8. By Letters from Gottenbourg 
of the 29th paft, we hear that the Swedith Officers were 
ftiil there, and as uncertain as ever with Regard to the 
Time of their Departure ; 17 of them, as they write, had 
taken their Difcharge.

The Rebels appeared to us to be between 2 and 3000, 
Weare to march this Morning for Elgin, and if we tind 
it practicable, fhall try to reach Forres, from whence 
there will be but two Marches to Invernefs. 

We have had the fineft Weather that could be wifhed 
for our firft Incampment, and have hitherto found Plen- 
ty of Straw and Forrage.

Y Letters trom Invernefs of the 19th, which arrived 

Yetlerday Morning by one of his Majelty’s Mef- 
fengers we have the Confirmation of the glorious Victory 
obtained on Wednefday the 16th, by the Army under 
the Command of his Royal Higonefs the Duke of Cuin- 
berland over the Army of the Rebels on the Muir called 

D:ummofiie, near to Culloden, two Miles from Inver- 

neis, with the following Particulars. 

His Royal Highneis with the Army, encamped the 
igth at Nairn, «nd the Rebels hoping tu turprife hm there 
marched within three Miles of our Camp; but upon Ln- 
telligence tiatour Drums were beating,in ordes to march to 
attack them, they retired to the Ground they had chofen 
to eng.ge us in, which was the Moor near to the Houle 
of Culloden. His Royal Highnef$ marched thither the 
16th, and came up withthe Rebels about one Afternoon. 
The Aétion began by the Fire of the Rebels Cannon, 
which ours antwered with Succets, and very toon brought 
their firft Line, contifting altog:ther of their Clans, ina 
great Hurry toattack us. “Vheir Right-w ng out-fronted 
our Left, which fell in alittle; but our Men fairly beat 


Difpofition, and the ordering the Execution of it was al! 
| hisown. To-day L. Cromerty and his Son, with ro other 
| Officers, and 150 Men, taken by the Sutherland Mili- 
| tia, were brought into Invernefs aboard the Hound Sloop.

IS Royal Highnefs the Duke, by the Bleffing of the 
Almighty, has beaten the Rebels upon the Muir of 
Cullocen, and got the cheapelt Vitory that perhaps has 
ever been known, though by his expofing his own valu- 
able Perfoa too much, it had often like to have colt us 
| too dear; a Battery of their Cannon bore direétly upon 
the Place where he ttood ; it did little Execut.on, fora 
particular Providence guards him, and he truttsto it; fe- 
veral Shots nearly miffed him, and one Shot took off 
two Men exactly before him. The Aion begun at one 
o’Clock, and lalted but a thort Space in any kind of 
Warmth ; they fhifted away to our Left, but with all the

ter of them. They made the time Movemeut on their 
Left; but the Regiments on our Right, where his Royal 
HighnefS was, did not take their Pirclocks from their 
Shoulders, tho’ the Rebels came down firing their Pi- 
ftols, and brandithing their Swords, three times, within 
lefs than one hundred Yards, yet they dared not to at- 
tack us, but went off without attemptng any Thing. 
The Rebels looked vpon themiclyvcs as quite covered on 
their Right-wing by the Walls of a Park ; but the Gene- 
rals Hawley and Bland, with that Part of our Cavalry 
that was potted on our Left, got through thefe Walls, 
by the Affittance of the Campbells, who made feveral 
Openings for them, and attacked their Right-wing, and 
made great Stauyhter; and at the fame time the Horfe 
from our Right ateacked the’r Left-flank, fo that our 
Cavalry met in their Centre. Dy this time, (which was 
not half an Hovr from the firft tiring of the Cannon) they 
were guite routed, and the Horfe had Orders to purfue, 





bravett of their Men they could not make any Hand of 
one fingle Regiment, which was Barrel’s ; their great Ef- 
fort wasthere ; but it was vain; they could not pene- 
trate, and lay in Heaps. In a Word, we have not loft 
100 Men, and the Rebels have loft between 3500 and 
goco. We took all their Cannon, which were twelve, 
their Ammunition, 3000 Stand of Arms, Magazines of 
Beef and Oat-meal, &c. 

And a Letter ofthe fame Date from another Officer 
makes the tollowing Oofervations on that memorable 
Aétion. 

I can fearce think they will ever venture to look our 
People in the Face again, after the Reception they met 
with : They were above 9000 {trong,chos’d their Ground, 
and had likewife a rainy Daygto favour their Broad 
Swords ; but all would notdo: And what is ftill more, 
our Front-line only engaged, which fhows you what 
our People cando. They are now thorougly convinced, 
that Highlanders and Broad Swords fign'ty little againt{t 
us. Indeed they had the warmeft Fire given them that 
I ever faw tor the Time it lafted ; and this was the third

ion. The Rebel Prifoners fay, they loft on the Field 
and in the Purfuit above qooo Men. We have 222 
French, and 326 Rebels Prifoners, betides Offices. We 
took 12 Cannon, a great deal of Ammunition, and about 
2400 Firelocks. Our LofS was 50 Officers and Soul- 
diers killed, and 2s0 wounded. Lord Kilmarnock and 
fome other Officers of Note are taken, and many of the 
Highland Chiefs are killed. ‘This great Event, under 
God, is entirely the Work of his Royal Highnefs. The

duét and Valour of his Royal Highnets the Duke, who, 
as fome of the Letters exprefs it,‘ Behaved as _ if he had
